A corrpgponilent of lite Little Rock Gazette 
gives lite following exceedingly interesting 
account of a very remarkable parrot in the 
possession of a hermit hunter, named Nathan 
Lusk, who brought it with bim several years 
ago from New Orleans: 
To train the bird aud talk to it was utmost 
his sole occupation. 
Willi the careful train 
Mig of so loving a master, added to its great 
nature! talent for im itating all manner of 
cries of birds and animals, litis bird has be 
come a marvel of canning, and a great won 
der in its way. 
Taken into the hills border 
ing Big Mammello Creek, aud the signal being 
given, at intervals it utters tho cry of the tur 
key so jicrfcctly as to deceive the oldest and 
most asl Ute gobbler that ever strutted. 
On 
being answered by a gobbler, the parrot pro­ 
ceeds lo lure bint to his death 
in the most 
fiendishly 
coquettish 
maim er 
imaginable 
Pealed on his master’s shoulder*, charily aud 
coyly the parrot replies. 
Once he has fully 
attracted Hie attention of the vain aud mix 
ions gobbler, often allowing him to call in a 
fretful tone twice or thrice before deigning to 
answer, he then, 
in a few low and tender 
notes, lures the proud bin! of the forest 
within range of the hunter’* deadly rifle. 
Seeing the turkey struggling in the agonies of 
death lids the parrot with Hie most fletid'.sh 
delight, to which be gives utterance in a suc­ 
cession of blood-chilling “ ha ha's," in all 
manner of diabolical tones and keys. 
Should 
tho hunter miss his aim, however, the parrot 
raffles hts feathers, croaks* and scolds, pulls 
his master s hair and long refuses lo be 
pacified. 
Duck hunting in Forcbe and .Meto Bayous 
is, however, the parrot'* chief delight. Seated 
in the bow of hi* master'* boat, vuugly en 
sconced in a patch of tall bullrushes, the par­ 
rot bursts forth lit such a “quack, quackin 
and general duck gabble that there seems to 
tie in the vicinity u whole flock of those birds, 
all enjoying themselves immensely. 
Thus ore 
many pasting flocks of ducks lured within 
range of the gun of the hunter. 
Geese are in 
the same way called up by this wonderful 
parrot; also many other wild fowl, aud even 
deer, as the bird imitates the plaintive bleat­ 
ing of a fawn or doe to a nicety. 
No money 
would buy the bird, and Nat. Lask, seen strol­ 
ling through the woods, gun in hand, and 
with his almost inseparable companion seated 
on his left shoulder, seems a secor.d Robinson 
Crusoe. 
Although so perfect in his imita­ 
tions of all manner of birds and animals, the 
parrot is not a great talker; indeed, hi* voca­ 
bulary is limited to a few word* and one or 
two short phrases. 
Ho will sometimes sing 
out, "Nat, you lubber,” and when Dan Lana­ 
gan (a brother lioatman of Nut’*, living at 
the head of Bayou Forche, 
and 
almost Iii* 
only visitor), in his dug-out, is seen paddling 
in toward the mouth of Big Mammelle Creek, 
the parrot— whose name, we forgot to say, i* 
Bobby—will shout, “ Lanago, ahoy! Lanagan, 
a-a-hoy I-’ 
The moment Bobby sees his mas­ 
ter take down hi* gun he is in a great flutter. 
Ile cocks Iii* head on one side, Iii* great red 
eyes sparkling with delight, 
aud in a low, 
inquiring tone says; 
“ T urkey! turkey!'’ 
“No, Bobby,” Nut will perhaps say, “not tur­ 
key to-day.” 
Bobby cocks bi* head the other 
way and softly says, “ Quack, quack, quack !” 
Bobby then burst* iulo a loud “ ha, ha, h a !” 
and cries, “Nat, you lubber, quack, quacky 
quack.”

Even in our super-civilized country, a pound 
of fine paper—worth say a dollar—cut up iuto 
pieces, and nicely pictured anti autographed, 
can I*,* made lo represent nearly the par value 
of ten thousand dollars. 
The world could 
even dispense with the luxuries of gold and 
silver, and “*till move.” 
These reflections have grown out of the an­ 
nouncement of a simple fact, which goes to 
show thai human nature is prone lo reach 
out, and look afar oil for shadowy wealth, 
while the tangible thing is right within its 
grasp.

New York, New Jersey, Virginia, or North 
Carolina, how much better it would have been 
for us as a nation.

A Itc in n rk a b lc B ird . 
A correspondent of llie Little Rock Gazette 
gives the following exceedingly interesting 
account of a very remarkable parrot in the 
possession of a hermit hunter, named Nathan 
Lask, who brought it with him several years 
ago from New Orleans: 
To tram the bird and talk to it was almost 
his sole occupation. With the careful train­ 
ing of so loving a master, added to its great 
natural talent for imitating all manner of 
cries of birds and animals, this bird has be­ 
come a marvel of cuuning, and a great won­ 
der in its way. Taken into the hills border­ 
ing Big Mammello Creek, and the signal being 
given, at intervals it utters tbo cry of the tur­ 
key so perfectly as to deceive the oldest and 
most astute gobbler that ever strutted. On 
being answered by a gobbler, the parrot pro­ 
ceeds to lure him to his death in the most 
fiendishly coquettish manner imaginable. 
Seated on his master’s shoulders, charily and 
coyly the parrot replies. Once he has fully 
attracted the attention of the vain and anx­ 
ious gobbler, often allowing him to call iu a 
fretful lone twice or thrice before deigniug to 
answer, he then, iu a few low and lender 
notes, lures I he proud bird of the forest 
within range of the hunter's deadly rifle. 
Seeing the turkey struggling iu the agonies of 
death tills the parrot with the most fiendish 
delight, to which he gives utterance in a suc­ 
cession of blood-chilling “ha ha’s,” in all 
manner of diabolical tones and keys. Should 
the huuter miss his aim, however, the parrot 
rullles his feathers, croaks] and scolds, pulls 
his master’s hair and long refuses to be 
pacified. 
Duck hunting iu Forche and Meto Bayou3 
is, however, the parrot's chief delight. Seated 
in the bow of his master’s boat, snugly en- 
scouced in a patch of tall bullrushes, the pafr- 
rot bursts forth in such a “quack, quacking.’ 
and general duck gabble that there seems to 
be in the vicinity a whole flock of these birds, 
all enjoying themselves immensely. Thu3 are 
many passing flocks of ducks lured within 
range of the gun of the hunter. Geese are in 
the same way called up by this wonderful 
parrot; also many other wild iowl, and eren 
deer, as the bird imitates the plaintive bleat­ 
ing of a fawn or doe to a nicety. No money 
would buy the bird, and Nat. Lask, seen strol­ 
ling through the woods, gun in hand, and 
with his almost inseparable companion seated 
on his left shoulder, seems a second Robinson 
Crusoe. Although so perfect in liis imita­ 
tions of all manner of birds and animals, the 
parrot is not a great talker; indeed, his voca­ 
bulary is limited to a few words and one or 
two short phrases. lie will sometimes sing 
out, “Nat, you lubber,” and when Dan Lana- 
gan (a brother boatman of Nat’s, living at 
the head of Bayou Forche, and almost his 
only visitor), in his dug-out, is seen paddling 
in toward the mouth of Big Mammelle Creek, 
the parrot—whose name, we forgot to say, is 
Bobby—will shout, “Lunago, ahoy! Lanagau, 
a-a-hoy I” The moment Bobby sees his mas­ 
ter take down his gun he is in a great flutter, 
lie cocks his bead on one side, his great red 
eyes sparkling with delight, aud in a low, 
inquiring tone says: 
“Turkey? turkey?’’ 
No, Bobby,” Nat will perhaps say, “not tur- 
;ey to-day.” Bobby cocks his head the other 
way and softly says, “Quack, quack, quack !” 
Bobby then bursts iuto a loud “ha, ha, ha !” 
and cries, “Nat, you lubber, quack, quack 
quack.” Then lie ha ha’s till the whole cabiu 
rings again. 


C'ual a n tl lr o u v s. S ilv e r a n d C o ld . 
The wealth of the Pacific coast lias been 
the theme of many a song . and a thousand 
and one tales that sound like the tales of far- 
ofl' India. Gold and silver, and silver and 
old, are sounds that please the ear, and tickle 
the palate of pecuniary appetite; but there 
are golden delusions and silver snares, which 
have been the ruin of many who have listened 
to the voice of the tempter. Distance, in this 
connection, has lent enchantment to the view, 
and only contributed its] illusory charms to 
lead the victim on to destruction. 
The 
thoughtless millions are wedded to the vague 
idea of the superior value of gold and silver 
because those “precious” metals have, in days 
gono-by, represented “money.” 
A shell, 
plain and homely, passes for “money” on the 
coast of Africa; “fine mats” are the repre­ 
sentatives of wealth among a semi-barbarous 
people, while tin trinkets answer for a suffi­ 
ciently valuable currency among certain tribes 
of savages. 
Even in our super-civilized country, a pound 
of fine paper—wortli say a dollar—cut up into 
pieces, and nicely pictured and autographed, 
can lie made to represent nearly the par value 
of ten thousand dollars. The world could 
even dispense with the luxuries of gold and 
silver, and “still move.” 
These reflections have grown out of the an­ 
nouncement of a simple fact, which goes to 
show that human nature is prone to reach 
out, and look afar oft for shadowy wealth, 
while the tangible thing is right within its 
grasp. It is the lesson of the dog, the shadow, 
and the bone, so well told by the crooked 
philosopher. The shadow is the acme of all 
the wild tales of the gold and silver deposits 
in the remote Pacific territories, makin; 
exhibit not exceeding $70,000,000 a year; and 
the substance near by, is the production of 
one State, boasting of neither auriferous nor 
argentiferous deposits, but yielding from her 
mines of coal alone $50,000,600, and $30,000, 
000 additional from other equally suDstan- 
lial sources. 
The great State of Pennsylvania thus cx 
cceds the wealth of the entire product of all 
the gold and silver mines of the United States, 
and when we remember that California alone 
lias an area of 188,000 square miles, and 
Pennsylvania only 4G,000, the wonderful con­ 
trast Í3 made still more apparent. 
Had the millions which have been worse 
than thrown away in wild and reckless min­ 
ing operations based upon the golden dreams 
and silvery sophistries of those who trample 
scornfully over the pment and visible wealth 
in their mad march across the continent in 
search of hidden treasures, been appropriated 
to the development of the mitierel wealth of 
New York, New Jersey, Virginia, or North 
Carolina, how much better it would have been 
for us as a nation. 
The world could not well do without coa 
and iron.— Coal and Iron Record. 


It is estimated that there are now more than 
forty thousand commercial travellers in the 
United States, whose expenses average $7 
day, which arithmetical calculation shows the 
total to be $280,000 a day.

One of these days no one 
will believe that Ben Butler was a true patriot 
or Richardson the Nestor financier of the age. 
After a winter of comparative inaction, the 
crayon-colored aborigines out West are hun­ 
gry for a fliht. The President’s Quaker com­ 
missioners have failed to indoctrinate them 
with their own nooresistant and peace- 
loving disposition, which is what we all ex­ 
pected. Now. if the country is to be favored 
with another Indian war, both our future quiet 
and the state of the Treasury demand that it 
should be decisive and final. It cost the na­ 
tion some $6,000,000 to try to whin 150 Mo- 
docs, and we cannot aflord to indulge an an­ 
nual fuss with those dirty nuisances on the 
plains. 
Will certain 
well-meaning people never 
learn not to whispe r or talk aloud, as they 
sometimes do, when a solo is being played or 
sung at a concert? We pay the price of ud- 
m'Hiión to an entertainment and thereby pur­ 
chase the privilege of enjoying it; nobody has 
a right to deprive us of this. It’ lie, she or 
they do Lhls we are robbed of our money be­ 
sides being inoxcu sably worried and exasper­ 
ated in our tempers. And it is so easy to be 
thoughtful of the rights of others if we will 
only try. A concert hall daring a perform­ 
ance is u good place to practice the thought­ 
fulness and politeness of which we Speak, and 
would it be severe to say that those who ha­ 
bitually annoy others are uncivilized? 


It is melancholy to see the ciowds of men 
and women who are struggling to do what 
nature lu3 manifestly given them no ability 
to perform. Good intrinsic fanners wrestle 
hopelessly with the mysteries of legislation 
and incipient blacksmiths, bred to an alien 
business, try to expound the still profounder 
complications of metaphysical and theological 
science. In the light of this depressing fact, 
how cheering is the announcement that Cox 
is going to lecture on “ Humor.” 
Humor is 
Cox’s best hold— his sou! is tilled with the 
finest fun,while his genial wit is sharp enough 
to cut oil'the head of a hippopotamus without 
hurting the feelings of that lovely and gentle 
beast. The Mississippi sufferers will only de­ 
rive a shade m nv good from the money Cox’s 
performance will realize for them than they 
will from reading vvliat he says. 
Warren, the export who examined the Stale 
Treasurer’s and Comptroller’s books after the 
Phelps defalcation and made a report in which 
he recommended certain changes in those of­ 
fices which advice was unfortunately not taken, 
has recently had the opportunity, in a very 
happy way. to make a sharp thrust at the 
way business is done Hiere. His bill for ex­ 
amining the books was S72J.78, which was 
paid, apparently without careful examination, 
by a check drawn by a deputy Comptroller 
and signed by the Comptroller. Shortly after 
receiving the check Mr. Warren also received 
a note from the deputy Comptroller, slating 
that the bill had included an item of iiftv cents 
for ci ler, which the state should not have 
paid. Mr. Warren responds in a pleasant 
manner, but most forcibly shows the error of 
a system which allows a bill to be paid in this 
way. A fraudulent item of hundreds or thous­ 
ands of dollars could slip through ju t as easy 
as did liiis little fifty cent bagatelle, and the 
state officials should certainly act on Mr. War­ 
ren's advice. The old way has been inherited, 
it is true, and established customs arc hard to 
break up, but the state has been saved from 
loss only by Hi.; honesty of its officials and 
their subordinates till Phelps broke the charm, 
and such an occurrence ought to he put be­ 
yond possibility. 
Poor, long-suffering, down-trodden Ireland 
has a crumb of comfort from the right direc­ 
tion at last. Prince Arthur is to be made 
Duke of Connaught. This, we believe, is the 
first instance in which a royal title has been 
borrowed from the Ever-Faithful Isle. Wheth­ 
er it indicates a softened feeling towards her 
in the hearts of her conquerors and masters, 
or whether it is merely a sign that all the 
available names in England and Scotland for 
dubbing the youthful scions of royalty are ex­ 
hausted, it is not easy to say. In any case, 
let Father Burke stay his fierce invectives and 
George Francis Train restrain his leaping 
ambition till we find out. Connaught may 
starve for lack of corn and the indigenous 
potato may weep on account of the foreign 
ownership of the soil oti which it grows, but 
hungry Irishmen may gild the clouds of their 
sorrow with the thought that Connaught lias 
a Duke. And a Duke is a blessing to her— 
disguised only by distance and robes so dif­ 
ferent from those the people of the country 
which lends him her name can afford to wear. 
What is independence or what the cherished 
traditions of past wealth and glory, compared 
with the nominal proprietorship of a living 
Duke, who will iutroduce the word Connaught 
into the Court Gazette and familiariza it to 
the select circle which dines en fam i’ie at 
Balmoral? Mr. Froude, don’t apologize. 


Jii Defence of I lie M um ble Rcc. 
\V e don’t know what ails Professor Gunning 
that lie should find so much fault with the 
bumble bee. In an article in the Popular 
Science Monthly lie holds that Industrious in­ 
sect up to a ridicule which we think is hardly 
deserved. Hear the man go on about the 
bee: “ Now, your bumble bee is the clumsiest 
of insects. His action is as ungraceful as his 
person, lit; can do nothing expertly and 
neatly. IIo cannot even sting you while on 
.the wing, but must first alight and adjust him­ 
self. At nectar-getting lie is as clumsy as at 
stinging. He sprawls over a flower, pushes 
here and there among die delicate organ*, 
and gets himself thoroughly bedaubed with 
pollen.” 
Now a man who is capable of talking so re­ 
specting one of the pets of Ills boyhood is 
mean enough to make fun of his maiden aunt 
for giving money to the Tract Society or of his 
grand-fat her for having been born bald-head­ 
ed.

What if he does “ get himself 
thoroughly bedaubed with pollen” as long as 
he likes to take his pollen in that way and 
doesn't infringe upon the rights of other 
winged suckers ? And what if lie does “ get 
his legs entangled among the stamens ?” That 
isn’t so bad as getting one’s legs entangled 
•üniPDK the Varieties of gin and whiskey where 
with bipedal bumble bugs do bamboozle their 
nectar-socking brains. “ The color of the 
laurel attracts him,” docs it? Ah, Professor, 
the laurel stands for fame and that attracts 
yon, too—that attracts you. 
T ito W ay of It. 
Richardson, Sawyer and Baiiflekl constitute 
just now a trinity of troubled spirits. They 
are averse to being censured, aud surely no 
one can wonder at their indulgence of so nat­ 
ural a feeling.

tic pictures of the uuhap!, iate of the finally 
impenitent lire and brimstone arc made to fill 
a conspicuous place, probably because heaven 
knew the average man lor many generations 
would continue to dread having liia skin 
burned more than he would shun the commis­ 
sion of offences purely from the love of doing 
and bring right, irrespective of the penalties 
attached to sin. The taking of profitable 
shares of Credit Mobllier did not appeur to 
give our Senators and Congressmen serious 
pause, while they crouched before the storm 
of public reprobation which the discovery of 
their act aroused throughout the nation.— 
Much the same is the situation with the gen­ 
tlemen whose names have so often of late 
graced the public prints and been prominent­ 
ly before the investigating committees. How 
far each abused Ids trust and compromised his 
honor, in view of the mass of mingled fact, 
assertion and denial bearing upon the ques­ 
tions involved, it is not easy to say; but that 
there must have beeu something proved of suf­ 
ficient weight to call forth the reproaches of 
the Ways and Means Committee, cannot be 
doubted unless we are prepared to disparage 
all testimony and discredit all human judg­ 
ment. And unless the sum of the proceedings 
against the Secretary, his assistant and the 
Solicitor is an insane satire upon all judicial 
action and was intended as a grotesque cari­ 
cature of every principle connected wTtli the 
administration of justice, then the honest and 
natural conclusion of the whole matter ought 
not to be regarded as a strange and awful 
thing. If Richardson and the rest deserve 
censure let the House vote so, with a distinct­ 
ness and unanimity that shall carry a moral 
force with it to the hearts of all the cheats 
and frauds in the country; if not, then let the 
committee beg pardon of those high officials 
for the absurd and scandalous finding which 
they have published about their betters.— 
Some of the popular fashions of dealing with 
alleged criminals and defaulters among us are 
of a sort to excite the laughter and ridicule of 
heathendom. We blow a perfect hurricane of 
wrath and virtuous indignation when swindles 
and violations of trust are first detected, and 
then when conviction and punishment heave 
disagreeably in sight, we proceed to condone 
the offence and suggest moans by which the 
culprits may dodge the provisions of the law 
for such cases made and provided. It is an 
age of moral buttermilk and cream cheese. 
Society strikes with its left hand and puts on 
plasters with its right. And in the end it will 
probably be seen that the Committee of Ways 
and Means is no exception to the rule.

The bill having been considered in Commit­ 
tee of the Whole was reported to the Senate. 
All the amendments made in committee were 
agreed to. The bill was read a third time 
and passed. 
Mr. CONKLING of New York said lie had 
given notice that he would ask the Senate to 
lake up the bill to revise and consolidate the 
statutes after the passage of the deficiency 
bill, but having understood that the senior 
Senator from Pennsylvania (Cameron) desired 
to go away, he yielded to him for the purpose 
of having the House bill in relation to the 
centennial exhibition taken up. A motion to 
this etlect was agreed to—yeas 34, nays 8. 
The Committee on Appropriations having 
reported a proviso that the United Stales 
shall not be liable, directly or indirectly, for 
any expenses attending such exposition or by 
reason of the same, it ivas agreed ’to in Com­ 
mittee of the Whole and the bill wras then re­ 
ported to the Senate and discussed at length. 
The motion of Edmunds to strike out the 
provision was rejected and the bill was passed 
—yeas 25, nays 17. 
The Senate took up Conkllng’s bill for the 
revision of the statutes, the reading of the bill 
in extenso to be dispensed with. Mr. Coukliug 
said the bill would require but a short time 
to-morrow for its consideration. 
A message was received from the President 
transmitting the correspondence of the State 
Department in regard to the claim ou Brazil 
concerning the ship Caroline.

The hour of four o’clock having arrived, the 
Senate proceeded iu a body to attend the fu­ 
neral of the late D. B. Mellish.

Mr. DAWES moved to strike out iu the 
fourth section the item taxing alizarine ten 
per cent, in order to have it put or the free 
list. Agreed to. 
Without making any further progress on the 
bill the committee rose. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts introduced 
a joint resolution relative to the compensation 
of Representatives in Congress, which was re­ 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 
It pro­ 
vides that in case of the death pf a member 
his compensation shall be paid to his widow 
or representative up to the election of his suc­ 
cessor, and that the pay of his successor shall 
commence from the time of his election. 
The Speaker announced the appointment 
of Hale of New York, G. F. Hoar and Youn^ 
of Georgia as visitors to the West Point 
Academy. 
The House at 3:45 took a recess for the 
preparation of tho hall for tho obsequies of 
Mr. Mellish. The funeral services were solemn 
and impressive. They were conducted in the 
presence of the members of the Senate, to 
whom seats were assigned in tho eastern 
section of the hall, the presiding officer 
occupying a chair beside the Speaker. The 
members of the committee appointed to ac­ 


company the remains occupied chairs on onci 
side of the area in front of the Clerk’s desk 
and the widow and two other lady relatives of 
Mr. Mellish, with his three litlie children, 
occupied seats on the other side. The cofliu 
was carried in by Tour of the Capitol police 
and placed on a bier in the ceutre of the 
area. The religious ceremonies were con­ 
ducted by the chaplains of the two Houses 
assisted by the Rev. Dr. Rankin. The seat 
and desk oí the deceased member were draped 
all day, and an offering of flowers was placed 
upon tiis desk.

A number of our prominent citizens met at 
the Ulster County Savings Institution rooms 
Tuesday afternoon to make arrangements 
about forming a company for tho purpose of 
erecting a hat factory in this city. 
Mr. Elijah 
Sturdevant was present and gave his views 
on the Bubject. 
He said Mr. John O’Reilly 
would make the company a present of a lot 
125x200 feet, uear the southerly end of the 
new street cut through his property, aud that 
he (Sturdevant) would erect a building on the 
sam e for a factory at an expense of about 
$20,000, and place in such building $12,000 
worth of machinery. 
To do this he requested 
a loan of $20,000, whica would not only be 
amply secured by the building and lot belong­ 
ing to tbe company, but ho proposed further 
to turn over the machinery os collateral secu­ 
rity until the loan was repaid. 
The factory, 
be said, will bo run by steam, with a 50 or 60- 
liorse power engine. 
About 125 hands will be 
employed, and from S1S0,000 to $200,000 
worth of hats will be turned out each year. 
After Mr. Sturdevant had finished a general 
discussion was had, and a committee appoint­ 
ed consisting of Thomas Cornell, A. A. Cros­ 
by, J. H. Turck, A. Sahler, Jobn O'Reilly, 
Jacob B. Van Deuseu and C. I*.

The persons who will subscribe liberally, 
will be Thos. Cornell, A. A. Crosby, J. H. 
Turck, S. D. Coykendall, 
Artemas Sahler, 
Caleb Merritt, C. P. Ridenour, Elias Van 
Nostraiul, Reuben Reynolds, James O. Mer­ 
rill, Charles Safford, and a number of others, 
who have already expressed their willingness 
to do all in their power to aid the company. 
The shares of stock will probably bo pluced 
at $500 each. 
The oiler of Mr. Sturdevant is certainly a 
fair and liberal one,and there is no doubt as to 
his capability of running a manufactory of that 
kind, as he has demonstrated fully by his suc­ 
cess in the east. 
The factory will be a source 
of revenue to the place of such value our bus­ 
iness men should not hesitate to come forward 
and push the enterprise.

An editorial in The Daily Freeman of ¡así 
Saturday contained tbe following statement: 
A pastor of one of onr cltv choretos came to us 
the other Uay with a tala of his troubles, which 
were the work, he said, of a couple of individuáis 
who were bound there should be no peace. The»* 
kept his church iu continual uproar, and there 
seemed to be no way of reaching them nor of stop­ 
ping their really infernal w ork; and vet all the 
while almost the entire congregation was against 
them. And it really seem ed, he said, as if one m an 
iu a church who was determined to make trouble 
could do more harm than all the rest could do good. 
We tried to console him w ith the truth that he was 
by no means alone in his exoerienee, citing the 
well-known fact that there were probably not Uatf 
a dozen churches in the entire city but w ere suf­ 
fering from the same cause. 
To whatever church the foregoing may have 
reference, it is very apparent that the state­ 
ment embodies but one, and that au exceed­ 
ingly partial side of the case. 
Did this pastor 
take to him self any of the responsibility for 
the “ uproar” of which he complains ? Where 
there had been peace, unity, coucord aud un­ 
interrupted prosperity for more than a quarter 
of a century, is there not a possibility that 
there is a cause for what is denominated “ in­ 
fernal work” not confined to a “ couple” of 
individuals? 
He makes public bis woe* and 
goes to strangers for sympathy. 
Why? 
Is it 
that accumulating embarrassments, the con­ 
sequence of unadvised zeal and headlong 
willfulness, begin to temper the ardor of tho.-..* 
who, while lookiDg on with regret, were still 
inclined to regard the action of those more 
resolute than themselves a3 unwarrantable? 
Is there not some cause for restlessness oth­ 
er than pertains to “ tw o” individuals in the 
fact that necessity has been discovered fora loan 
from a savings bank of $S0U secure I by a 
mortgage on the church property, whereas the 
floatiug debt scarcely exceeded $250 two 
months ago, when there were dues in pew 
rents alone from conspicuous adherents of the 
new dispensation more than sufficient to dis­ 
charge ail the floating liabilities ? 
Finaucial 
deficiencies are not conducive to zeal in church 
organizations. 
Is it possible that it begius to dawn upon 
his mind that his own follies are tumbling to 
the dust the good work of his more discrete 
and efficient predecessors ? 
Is it not untrue 
that “ almost the entire congregation is in 
sympathy with him,” and that he has reason 
to apprehend that a large proportion of the 
congregation remain passive under his minis­ 
trations, only because they have no other ac­ 
ceptable alternative ?

LAWS OF NEW YORK.—By Authority. 
[Every law, unless a different tim e shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and lake effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the tw en­ 
tieth day after the day of its final passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of 
State. See. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CHAP. 245. 
AN ACT to amend an-act entitled “ An act author­ 
izing the incorporation of rural cemetery associ­ 
ations,” passed April twenty-seventh, eighteen 
hundred and forty-seven, and the acts am enda­ 
tory thereof. 
P assed April 24, ls74; three-fifth., being present. 
The People of the State of Sew York, represented in 
Senate iwut Assembly, do enact as follows; 
Section 1. Section four of chapter one hundred 
and thirty-three of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and forty-seven is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 
5 4. Any association incorporated under this act 
may take by purchase or devise, aud hold, w ithin 
the county in which the certificate of their incorpo­ 
ration Is recorded, not exceeding two hundred 
acres of land, or such further quantity as the Lcg- 
slaturc has prescribed or may prescribe, to be held 
and occupied exclusively for a cemetery for the 
burial of the dead. Such parts thereof as may from 
time to tim e be required lor that purpose shall be 
surveyed and subdivided into lots'or plats of such 
size as the trustees may direct, with such avenues, 
paths, alleys and walks as the trustees may deem 
proper, and a map or maps of such surveys shall be 
filed and kept in the office of the association, open 
to the inspection of the lot owners. 
The trustees 
may sell aud convey the lots or plats and part of 
lots or plats designated on such maps, upon such 
term s as shall be agreed, anil subject to such con 
ditions and restrictions as may be imposed upon 
the use of such lots or plats by rules and regula­ 
tions now adopted, or hereafter to be adopt ed, by 
the trustees of such association. The conveyances 
shall be executed under tiie common seal of the 
association and signed by the president or vice- 
president and the treasurer of the association. 
Any association incorporated under this act may 
hold personal property to an am ount not exceed­ 
ing five thousand dollars, or such further am ount 
as the Legislature has prescribed or may prescribe, 
besides w hat may arise from the sale of lota or 
plats, 
2. Section seven of said act is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : 
5 7. Alt lots, or parts of lots or plats, which shall 
be conveyed by the association as a separate lot or 
plat, shall be indivisible, but raav be held and own­ 
ed in undivided sUures ; hut any lots or plats and 
parts of lots or plats remaining unsold, and in 
which there shall have been no interm ent, mav, 
by order of the trustees, be resurveyed, enlarged, 
subdivided or altered in shape or size, and desig­ 
nated by num bers or otherwise ; on any map or 
maps w hich may be tiled and kept pursuant to the 
fourth section of the act hereby amended ; one- 
halt at least of the proceeds of all sales of lots or 
plats shall be first appropriated to the paym ent of 
the purehase-inoney of the lands acquired by the 
association until the purchasc-money shall be paid, 
and the residue thereof to preserving, embellishing 
the said cem etery grounds and the avenues or 
roads leading thereto, and to defray the Incidental 
expenses of the cem etery establishm ent, and after 
the paym ent of the purchase-m ontv and the debts 
contracted therefor, and for surveying and laying 
out the land, the proceeds of all future sales shall 
be applied to the improvement, embellishment and 
preservation of such cemetery and for incidental 
expenses, aud to uo other purpose or object. 
{ 3. Section eleven of said act is hereby amended 
by adding thereto at the end th e reo f: 
“ And provided further, that in ease all bodies 
interred upon any lot, or part of a lot. shall be law 
fully removed therefrom , the owner or owners 
may apply to any court of record held in anv 
county in which said courts are situated, for leave 
to sell the same ; upon such application, the court 
shall require such noticelof the hearing of the appli­ 
cation, as it shall prescribe to be given to all parties 
interested, Including said cemetery association, 
and may, lor proper cause shown, authorize the 
sale of the same. 
{ 4. Every association incorporated under the 
act hereby amended may from time to time, by its 
trustees, make sneh rules aud regulations as it 
shall deem proper for the care, m anagem ent and 
protection of the cem etery lands and property ; for 
the use, care and protection of all lots and plats 
of lots therein ; the conduct of persons while with­ 
in the cem etery g ro u n d s; to exclude improper 
persons 
therefrom 
and improper assemblages 
therein ; to regulate the ilivldiug marks between 
the various lots and plats and parts of lots and 
plats, and their size, shape and location ; to regu­ 
lóte the size of erections, and to forbid the erec­ 
tion of structures uyou such lots or plats and parts 
of lots or plats ; to prevent the burial within the 
cem etery of persons executed for crime ; to pre­ 
vent the burial on any lot or plat or part of any lot 
or plat of any person not entitled to such burial by 
section eleven of said act of April twenty-seventh 
eighteen hundred and forty-seven, hereby amend! 
ed ; to regulate and prevent disinterm ents ; to 
prevent im proper monuments, effigies, structures 
and Inscriptions within the cemetery grounds 
and to remove the same ; and to regulate the In­ 
troduction anil growth of plants, trees and shrubs 
within the cemetery grounds. Such rules and reg­ 
ulations, when adopted, shall be binding upon all 
lot owners and persons visiting said cemetery 
grounds, and shall apply to all lots and parts of 
lots sold or hereafter to be sold. 
Such rules and 
regulations, w hen adopted, shall be plainly printed 
and publicly posted in the principal ofileo of the 
association, and in such places upon the cemetery 
grounds as the trustees of the association shall by 
resolution prescribe,
